County Prefers College for Manpower

Navarro County commissioners adopted a 


resolution in their afternoon session, calling for 
the county to join with Waco-McLennan County 
in the Heart of Texas Council of Governments 
for the delivery of mental health services. 


The county had originally agreed to contract 


with Dallas County but the inability of 
Parkland Hospital and the Dallas County 
Mental Health and Mental Retardation Center 
to agree on the handling of mental patients has 
obolished the plan, according to Rose Praisner, 
executive director of the Navarro County 
Consultation Center. 


The resolution asks the Texas Department of 


MHMR to reserve the funds that would have 
been allocated to Navarro County under the 
original plan until an alternative for the 
provision of mental health services is reached. 


Mrs. Praisner said she favors going with 


Waco because "we have a good relationship 
with the Waco MHMR and because of the 
Region XII Education Services Center, and the 
Mexia State School, we actually share more 
demographic factors than with Dallas." She 
will be accompanied by one of the com- 
missioners to present the proposal to TD- 
MHMR in Austin Friday, Aug. 23. 


The court also accepted a motion by County 


Judge Dunn to authorize the county auditor to 
solicit bids for 34 election kits, one absentee kit 
and the n'ecessary ballots for the General 
Election, Nov. 5. The bids are to be opened 
Sept. 9. 


The Emhouse Fire Department was ap- 


proved as a participant in the county's existing 
fire protection plan which pays each city $25 
per truck per call outside the city limits. 


During the morning session 
the com- 


missioners voted to extend the sheriff's 1974 
budget by $18,000. The action came after 10 
persons spoke in favor of the sheriff receiving 
additional funding in order not to curtail the 
patrolling of county roads. Persons who spoke 
included Mrs. F. M. Mosley, Allan Bryant, 
Jack Kirkland, Ray Jacobs, Red Raney, Roy 
Bancroft, H. R. Nicholson, Homer Reams, 
August Wendorf, and Charles Chapman.

prime sponsor. 


The City Commission has 


voted to designate COG as the 
prime sponsor but also voted to 
retain the right to designate 
which local agencies will have 
administrative control. 


DUNN SAID, in the meeting 


Monday, "Navarro College is 
the prime candidate to ad- 
minister the program because 
of 
our

well-qualified 


personnel to administer this 
program. 


"Dr. Kenneth Walker, college 


president, and a majority of the 
staff he brought with him have 
run this program before. I feel 
they have the expertise, in- 
tegrity and ability to operate 
within the guidelines of the 
program.

Revival of Cyprus Peace 
Talks Apparently Fails 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) 


— A new attempt to revive the 
deadlocked Cyprus peace talks 
apparently failed today with 
the cancellation of a scheduled 
ministerial meeting that was to 
her 
Turkey's 
"final 
com- 


promise" offer on the political 
future of the troubled island. 


Glafcos Clerides, Greek Cy- 


priot president of Cyprus, told 
reporters there might be a 
meeting Wednesday. Official 
Greek sources said British For- 
eign Minister James Callaghan 
had proposed a 48-hour recess 
and that this had been accepted 
by Greece: 


Turkish Foreign Minister Tu- 


ran Gunes told reporters upon 
leaving the Geneva United Na- 
tions headquarters, "I don't 
think I will come back." 


In Ankara, Turkish Premier 


Bulent Ecevit met with his 
chief of staff and said after- 


ward his government expected 
a positive or negative answer 
to its proposals for a Cyprus so- 
lution by midnight. 


"Afterwards we will decide 


whether to continue with the 
conference," he said. 


In Athens, diplomatic sources 


reported U.S. Ambassador Hen- 
ry Tasca delivered an urgent 
message 
to 
Premier 
Con- 


stantine Caramanlis from Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger. 


They gave no details, but 


there was speculation the mes- 
sage was concerned with the 
Cyprus peace negotiations in 
Geneva. 


The 
Greek 
Cypriots had 


planned to present a new pro- 
posal to the Geneva conference 
today for the political reorgani- 
zation of their island after re- 
jecting a Turkish demand for 
six autonomous regions.

old Chuck Whitehead got home- 
sick, played practical jokes on 
his counselor, didn't like some 
of the food and wrote dutiful 
letters home. 


But there was a difference: 


Chuck is an American and his 
camp was one for Soviet school 
children on the Black Sea near 
Yalta. 


He lives in Moscow with his 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Whitehead of Greenbelt, Md. 
Dad is an attache at the U.S. 
Embassy here. 


Both the lively, black-haired 


seventh grader and his mother 
expressed satisfaction with the 
camp experience. 


"I had a nice time," Chuck 


said. "I wouldn't mind going 
back." 


"Chuck was going to a diplo- 


matic school here, with no con- 
tact at all with Russians," 
added Mrs. Whitehead. "We 
thought it would be a good ex- 
perience, though we told him 
he could come home if he 
didn't like it. But it turned out 
very well." 


Chuck was the only American 


at the Artek Pioneer Camp, 
which annually takes in 25,000 
Soviet children and several

Teen Testifies on 
Quality of Guards 


SAN ANGELO, Tex. (AP) - 


A teenager who served as a 
Texas Department of Correc- 
tions guard this summer told a 
citizen's committee on prison 
reform Tuesday that guards 
need to learn how to deal with 
people and not just self defense 
and weaponry. 


Ivee Noelke, who said he re- 


ceived no advance training for 
his job, said guards are per- 
mitted to speak to inmates only 
about business matters. 


He said a lot of abusive lan- 


guage is exchanged between 
guards and inmates and among 
inmates themselves. 


Grand Jury to Visit Prison 
Gerald Ford Was Selected for VP Because of Strong Party Loyalty 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - 


A Walker County grand jury 
was to visit the state prison to- 
day to inspect the courtyard 
site of the shootout that earlier 
this month cost the lives of two 
convicts and two hostages. 


The 
grand 
jury 
is 
in- 


vestigating the circumstances 
surrounding the escape attempt 
from the prison in which convict 
Fred 
Gomez 
Carrasco, 
his 


partner Rodolfo Dominguez and 
hostages Mrs. Elizabeth Beseda 
and Julia Standley died. A third 
convict, Ignacio Cuevas, was 
recaptured unhurt. 


A justice of the peace ruled 


that the two convicts shot their 
hostages and then killed them- 


selves when they were inter- 
cepted by 
a 
contingent of 


armed officers as they made 
their way toward an armored 
car they had demanded. The 
shootout ended an 11-day siege 
during which the three armed 
inmates held a group of hos- 
tages in the prison library. 


Walker County Dist. Atty. 


Jerry Sandel said the jury was 
scheduled to reconvene this 
morning. 


"This grand jury investiga- 


tion will include the means by 
which three pistols and ammu- 
nition used in the siege by the 
inmates were introduced into 
the Walls unit and, of course, 
evidence of the involvement of 


the lone surviving captor Ig- 
nacio Cuevas," Samlrl said. 


Sandel said he did not know 


how many witnesses will ap- 
pear before the grand jury, but 
lie said lie expected a long 
grand jury session meeting 
twice weekly on Wednesday 
and Thursday. 


The first witness, (.'apt. J.F. 


(Pete) Rogers was scheduled to 
appear this morning. Sandel 
said ('apt. Rogers would bring 
the jury the video tape of the 
shootout. 


Gov. Dolph Briscoe appointed 


Capt. Rogers to conduct the in- 
vestigation on how the weapons 
were smuggled into the prison.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rare- 


ly eloquent and never flamboy- 
ant, Gerald Rudolph Ford is a 
man with a penchant for work 
and simple, straight talk. 


That's won him immense re- 


spect from both sides of the 
aisle in 20 years of congression- 
al service and nine months as 
vice president. 


Richard Nixon would have 


preferred a more electric vice 
president, namely John B. Con- 
nally. But Republicans con- 
vinced him of useful qualities 
in Ford: personal likeability, a 
clean reputation, an unflap- 
pable disposition, a solid base 


oi party support and a certain 
gray acceptability to almost ev- 
eryone. 


The 
Democrats, 
at 
first, 


found an additional reason to 
support him: they didn't think 
it likely he would run for Presi- 
dent in 1976. Ford said as much 
himself. 


One former Nixon adviser, 


Marry Dent, noted that "Ford 
fits the Republican Party like a 
glove." 


Ford is an Orthodox Republi- 


can. He is also a devout Epis- 
copalian who has 
attended 


church regularlly throughout 
his adult life. 


Ford's solidarity, whatever it 


lacks in color, is viewed by 


leaders of both parties as tai- 
lor-made for a nation yearning 
for a government it can trust. 


Rep. Edward P. Boland, D- 


Mass., said, "Jerry Ford ex- 
udes the kind of confidence that 
I hope to see in a President. He 
could be the kind of President 
that Harry Truman became. 


"The President has to lead 


by example, 
displaying the 


standards, 
morally, ethically 


and otherwise, by which most 
Americans live their lives." 


But while Ford promises to 


lead, so too does he share the 
habits of the average man. 


It is improbable that Ameri- 


cans will find him moving from 
one large coastal estate to an- 


other, for his living tastes are 
modest. Even when he became 
vice president, he chose to re- 
main in his same Alexandria, 
Va., home — unpretentious ex- 
cept 
for 
a 
much-cherished 


swimming pool in the back 
yard. 


He is an open man, often 


holding forth with reporters 
several times a day. And his 
speechmaking averaged 200 ap- 
pearances a year as House Re- 
publican leader, a pace he kept 
up as vice president. 


If he became President, he 


told the Senate last fall, he 
would regularly seek 
advice 


from Congress and his cabinet. 
And he said he would try to 


halt the increasing concentra- 
tion of federal power in the 
President. 


To avoid a Watergate in his 


administration, Ford said, he 
would "thoroughly screen and 
carefully supervise" his top 
White House aides. 


Ford set out several other 


views and promises on his pres- 
idency, if it came to that, in 
response to questions at the 
House and Senate hearings. 


Calling 
himself 
a "con- 


servative on fiscal matters, a 
moderate on domestic affairs 
and a liberal on foreign pol- 
icy," Ford said no U.S. combat 
troops should be sent to the 
Middle East; he would insist on 


full enforcement of federal vot- 
ing rights laws; keep the CIA 
under close scrutiny and con- 
trol; and he would keep Henry 
A. Kissinger on as secretary of 
state. 


He said he would never au- 


thorize anyone in his adminis- 
tration to lie under oath and 
"only in the most extreme 
cases would I authorize even a 
temporary lie." 


Ford, who spent most of his 


boyhood 
in 
Grand Rapids, 


Mich., was born with another 
name, Leslie King, on July 14, 
1913 in Omaha, Neb. 


His parents were divorced 


when he was less than a year 
old and his mother returned to 


her parents in Grand Rapids, 
where she later married Gerald 
R. Ford Sr. He adopted the boy 
and renamed him. 


Ford was center on the Uni- 


versity of Michigan's 1932 and 
1933 national champion football 
teams — and then captain and 
most valuable player of the 
1934 team which was one of the 
Wolverines' worst. 


He got professional offers 


from the Detroit Lions and 
Green Bay Packers but chose to 
study law at Yale, working his 
way through as an assistant 
varsity 
football 
coach 
and 


freshman boxing coach. Sens.

After World War II service in 


Adm. William Halsey's 3rd 
Fleet in the Pacific, Ford went 
back to practicing law in Grand 
Hapids and became active in 
Republican reform politics. 


Three years later he was 


elected to what was to become 
a 25-year career in the House 
of Representatives. 


Ford beat Rep. Bartel Jon- 


kinan two-to-one in the Republi- 
can primary and then went on 
to win the election with 60.5 per 
cent of the vote, the lowest 
margin he ever got. 


He had proposed to Elizabeth 


Bloomer, a dancer and fashion 
coordinator, earlier that year, 
1948. She became one of his 
hardest-working 
campaigners 


and they were married shortly 
before the election. 


Ford quickly established him- 


self as a Republican team play- 
er in the House. He became an 
assistant GOP whip in just 
three years and acquired a rep- 
utation as an expert on the mil- 
itary budget. 


In 1959 he joined a reform 


coup to replace aging House 
Republican Leader Joe Martin 
of Massachusetts with Charles 
A. Halleck of Indiana. Six 
years later, Ford took the job 
away from Halleck. 


A group of Republicans who 


wanted new direction asked 
Ford to run for the job. He 
agreed, and with characteristic 
lack of awe left for a ski vaca- 
tion with his family. 


After the vacation, he re- 


turned to Washington for two 
days of telephoning, buttonhol- 
ing and cajoling for votes and 
unseated Halleck by what he 
cheerfully calls "a landslide 
margin of 73 to 67." 


Ford set out the Republican 


alternatives the House refor- 
mers wanted, and wound up in 
a running name-calling battle 
with then President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 


In return, Johnson made re- 


marks about Ford's brainpower 
that still hound him. 


"There's nothing wrong with 


Jerry Ford except that he 
played football too long without 
a helmet," Johnson said. 


Above the sniping level, there 


were substantial policy differ- 
ences. 


Ford and other GOP Leaders 


shaped Republican alternatives 
to Johnson's Great Society pro- 
grams and included local reve- 
nue sharing — which Nixon 
was later to win from Congress 
— lesser Social Security in- 
creases and revision of the war 
on poverty. 


Ford 
supported 
Johnson's 


Vietnam war effort but accused 
the President of "pulling our 
air power punch" in the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam. 


The Republican leader called 


as early as 1965 for the kind of 
blitz bombing of military tar- 
gets around Hanoi and Hai- 
phong that Nixon launched at 
the end of the Vietnam War. 


While supporting big defense 


budgets, 
Ford 
consistently 


voted in the House to cut feder- 
al spending, particularly on 
programs aimed at rapid social 
and civil rights changes. 


Even though in the end he 


voted for almost every major 
civil rights bill, he drew heavy 
criticism 
from 
civil rights 


groups for first trying to soften 
some of the sections on voting 
rights and housing. 


Like most Michigan congress- 


men, Ford was a staunch oppo- 
nent of school desegregation 
busing. 


He consistently voted for en- 


vironmental bills and for most 
consumer bills. 


In 1970, Ford led an effort by 


more than 100 House members 
to impeach Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William 0. Douglas. 


In a floor speech April 15, 


1970, that packed the visitors 
galleries, Ford called for an 
impeachment investigation of 
Douglas' association with a 
foundation built partly on gam- 
bling money and appearance of 
some of Douglas' writings in 
Playboy magazine. 


The House Judiciary Com- 


mittee 
dismissed 
Ford's 


charges and concluded in a re- 
port that there was no link be- 
tween Douglas and gambling 
and that none of the other 
charges warranted impeach- 
ment. 


But Ford contended at his 


1973 confirmation hearings that 
the 1970 impeachment drive 
ended 
what 
he 
considered 


Douglas' improper 
activities. 


He said he no longer believed 
Douglas should be removed. 


Ford contended in 1970 that 


an impeachable offense is not 
necessarily a crime, but what- 
ever a majority of the House 
votes it to be. 


Asked at the 1973 Senate 


hearing if he believed Nixon 
could be impeached on the 
same basis, Ford said he be- 
lieved Nixon should not be re- 
moved but the reality was still 
the same.

Maddox in Georgia Runoff 


ATLANTA, (la. (AP| - Les- 


ter 
Maddox, the ex-Georgia 


governor who once made a 
brief try for the presidency, led 
a 12-inan Democratic guberna- 
torial primary but failed to es- 
cape a runoff. 


State Rep. George Busbec, 


47, of Albany, appeared to have 
captured a Sept. 3 runoff spot 
by running second to Maddox 
with nearly 22 per cent of the 
vote as tabulations from Tues- 
day's primary election contin- 
ued today. 


The chance for Calhoun bank- 


er Bert Lance, 43, to make a 


second-place finish dimmed as 
he collected fewer than 17 per 
cent of the votes. 


The 58-year-old Maddox, cur- 


rently lieutenant governor, had 
34.6 
per cent of the votes— 


about G percentage points below 
what many observers felt he 
needed for a firm runoff foun- 
dation. He needed 50 per cent 
to win without a runoff. 


Maddox, who briefly sought 


the 
Democratic 
presidential 


nomination in 1968, ran success- 
fully for lieutenant governor in 
1970 
when the courts rejected 


his challenge to a state law 
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that prevented him from suc- 
ceeding himself. 


In the five-man Republican 


gubernatorial primary, Macon 
Mayor Ronnie Thompson held a 
firm lead with 41 per cent of 
the votes. However, he ap- 
peared headed for a runoff with 
former state employe Harold 
Dye of Atlanta, who had nearly 
25 per cent. 


Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, 


61, easily defeated Democratic 
primary 
challenger 
Carlton 


Myers, a Pine Mountain veter- 
inarian. 


Julian Bond, 34, Atlanta, the 


black state representative who 
received a vice presidential 
nomination at the 1968 national 
Democratic convention, over- 
whelmingly defeated black min- 
ister Charles Scott in a state 
Senate primary. 


All but one of Georgia's 10 in- 


cumbent congressmen won re- 
nomination 
without 
serious 


threat. 


In the 7th District, incumbent 


Democrat John Davis trailed 
Marietta physician Lawrence 
McDonald by seven percentage 
points.

An 18-year-old youth was arrested early 


today in Corsicana by FBI agents and local 
officers on a federal complaint of extortion of 
money from Joe B. Fortson Jr., Special Agent 
Gordon Shanklin of Dallas informed The Daily 
Sun. 


Shanklin, in charge of the Dallas FBI 


division, said William Larry Brewer, 18, who 
lives on West Sixth Ave., is being arraigned this 
morning in Dallas on a charge that he "used the 
U.S. Mails to make a threatening demand for 
money from Joe B. Fortson Jr., a prominent 
Corsicana businessman." 


SHANKLIN reported FBI agents and 


representatives of both the Corsicana Police 
and Navarro County Sheriff's Departments 
arrested Brewer in the early morning hours 
Friday near Fortson's home. 


The special agent said he could not give 


detailed specifics of the case pending formal 
arraignment of Brewer, but that the young man 
was arrested in the act of "picking up the 
package" of money in the extortion attempt at 
a self-service laundry within three blocks of 
Fortson's home. 


"Not 
too much money was demanded," 


Shanklin said, adding he could not disclose the 
exact sum 
until after Brewer's formal 


arraignment. Brewer was immediately taken 
to Dallas following his arrest. 


In notifying The Sun, Shanklin said "A 


federal complaint is being filed at this time, 
and I will furnish you further details of the 
incident later today." 


HE DID NOT reveal when Fortson received 


the letter demanding money. 


He said "all the investigation into this case 


was coordinated by the FBI working with 
representatives of the police and sheriff's 
departments in Corsicana." Neither depart- 
ment had reported, nor revealed to news media 
that an undercover investigation was in 
progress, he indicated, due to the matter being 
one under FBI jurisdiction. 


Fortson is a farmer with extensive land 


holdings, and in association with his brother 
and sister owns the Navarro Hotel, Fortson 
Brothers Store at Rice, and other business 
interests. 


When contacted today, Fortson said he didn't 


care to discuss the incident except to commend 
the FBI — "they did a wonderful job."

KERENS—The Kerens Tax 


Evaluation Board made its final 
recommendations to the city 
council 
Tuesday 
on 
ap- 


proximately $28,121 in taxable 
property which reflects a 10 per 
cent increase in the assessment 
rate. 


Council Joe Baxter said the 


city property taxes had not been 
touched 
since 
1958. "We 


collected $17,000 in 1973 and the 
new rate means about an in- 
crease of about $9,000." 


J. R. Ivey, chairman of the 


board, said the new rate is $1.50 
per $100 valuation. He and the 
other two members, Homer H. 
L. Bobbitt and D. F. "Doc" 
Field told the councilmen that 
most of the people that ap- 
peared before the board did not 
realize the rate had increased 
and wanted an explanation. 


"We 
didn't 
have 
any 


problems though and everyone 
left fairly satisfied," Ivey said. 


Mayor Ottis Spurlock and the 


councilmen commended 
the 


board 
for 
their 
work 
in 


preparing the tax roll and ac- 
cepted the 16 changes the board 
made after meeting with ap- 
proximately 30 people. Spurlock 
said about 800 notices were sent 


but only 30 responded. 


Changes by the tax board 


included lowering the valuation 
of five buildings located in the 
downtown area: the Sanders

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Work of Early Daguerreotype Process Photographer Being Discovered 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It is 


an irony of history that the 
man who took the earliest sur- 
viving and remarkably distinct 
photographs of the nation's cap- 
ital is a shadowy, little-known 
figure. 


He was John Plumbe Jr., an 


immigrant who became a pros- 
ecuting attorney in Iowa, later 
established a chain of thriving 
photographic studios and died a 
suicide at 48 when the govern- 
ment rejected his scheme for a 
transcontinental railroad on a 
southern route. 


Five of the daguerreotypes he 


made about 1846 in Washington 
and one from Baltimore sur- 
vive, discovered in a flea mar- 
ket 3,000 miles away 126 years 


later. 


Although Plumbe was in the 


business of photographing no- 
tables, only 31 surviving por- 
traits have been identified. 
Those include such persons as 
John Quincy Adams, John C. 
Calhoun, Henry Clay, Sam 
Houston, James K. Polk and 
Mrs. Polk, Martin Van Buren, 
and Gen. Tom Thumb, the P.T. 
Barnum attraction. 


An advertisement published 


here in 1845 claimed that the 
Plumbe National Daguerrian 
Gallery was established in Bos- 
ton and New York in 1840. If 
true, that would make Plumbe 
one of the first U.S. prac- 
titioners of the new art, Mat- 
thew B. Brady, the famous Civ- 


il War photographer, opened 
his first studio in 1844 in New 
York. 


When Plumbe decided to try 


his hand in the lucrative Wash- 
ington field, he took a familiar 
course. He had his brother 
write to a friendly congress- 
man. In December 1844, Rich- 
ard Plumbe wrote to Gen. 
George W. Jones, a prominent 
delegate 
to 
Congress 
who 


helped secure creation of the 
Wisconsin and Iowa territories. 


"His 
object," 
Richard 


Plumbe wrote of his brother, 
"is to endeavor to get the use 
of a committee room in the 
Capitol for the purpose of tak- 
ing Daguerreotype miniatures 
in ... the likenessess of public 


individuals to enrich his gal- 
leries of portraits in New York, 
Boston, etc., which would do 
much to bring prestige ..." 


Whether he got the com- 


mittee room was not discovered 
by Alan Fern, chief of the Li- 
brary of Congress Prints and 
Photographs Division, and Mil- 
ton Kaplan, curator of histori- 
cal prints, who recently re- 
searched Plumbe's career. But 
they did find that Plumbe set 
up shop within six weeks of the 
letter as the capital's first pro- 
fessional photographer. 


One of the most interesting of 


his daguerreotypes is of the da- 
guerreotype of the U.S. Capitol. 
It is a frontal view from the 


east, showing the copper-cov- 
ered wooden dome which Car- 
les .Bulfinch designed for resto- 
ration of the building after the 
British burned it in 1814. That 
dome was replaced with the 
present cast iron dome, com- 
pleted during the Civil War in 
1865. 


Another shows the Patent Of- 


fice — to be used nearly 20 
years later as a hospital where 
Clara Barton and Walt Whit- 
man helped minister to the Un- 
ion wounded. There are wood- 
piles, outbuildings and private 
houses. The Patent Office, re- 
stored in recent years, now 
houses two branches 
of the 


Smithsonian Institution. 


Two other views are of the 


General Post Office in the 
same area. One seems at first 
glance marred by scratches. 
But a close examination shows 
them to be wires. Fern and 
Kaplan theorize that they car- 
ried Samuel F.B. Morse's new 
telegraph, message from his of- 
fice on Pennsylvania Avenue to 
Baltimore. 


N. Currier, later of Currier 


and Ives fame, reproduced 
some of Plumbe's photographs, 
and Plumbe himself took a cop- 
yright in 1846 intending to issue 
a daily series of likenesses of 
great Americans, to be sold by 
subscription. 


The venture seems to have 


been a failure and Plumbe fi- 
nally sold his establishment to 


his employes, returning to Du- 
buque, Iowa. He had settled 
there in 183G, after emigrating 
to this country in 1821 from his 
native Wales. Working his way 
West, he had worked as a rail- 
road surveyor in western Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia before 
becoming prosecuting attorney 
for Dubuque County. 


By 1849 he was on his way to 


California, where he lived from 
1850 to 1854, and must have left 
his 
capital 
daguerreotypes 


there, where they were found 
so many years later. 


Plumbe spent a decade for- 


mulating and promoting his 
idea for a transcontinental rail- 
road via a southern route. With 


another of his ideas frustrated, 
he returned to Diibiiqiie and 
committed suicide there in 
11)57. 


"He was the embodiment of 


the American 19th century ad- 
venturer: an immigrant, start- 
ing with little, creating a busi- 
ness empire," Kern and Kaplan 
wrote in the library's Quarterly 
Journal. 


"He boasted of employing a 


staff of 500 at the height of his 
career, lie was involved in two 
other areas of significance to 
the growing nation: rail trans- 
port and printmaking ... Hut 
lie has remained obscure."

Tower Would Like to See 
Bush as Vice President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen 


John Tower, H-Tex., said Tues- 
day Ins choice for vice presi- 
dent in the new Gerald Ford 
administration is fellow Texan 
George Bush. 


"My own view is that from 


the standpoint of most objective 
criteria George Bush pretty 
well fits the bill," Tower said 
"he's a Mr. Clean." 


Tower said Bush is a "logical 


choice" and would bring a geo- 
graphical balance to the top 
two offices in the nation. The 
President is from Michigan. 


"I think he (Bush) could be 


expected to be a six-year vice 


president. If you're looking for 
a seat warmer you could pick 
an elder statesman," 
Tower 


said. 


Tower said that among the 


pluses for Bush is that "he's 
not in Congress at the mo- 
ment" so neither the House nor 
the Senate would be "favored" 
by his selection. Another point 
in Bush's favor, said Tower, is 
that he has both congressional 
and foreign experience. 


Bush served one term as a 


U.S. 
representative and was 


ambassador to the United Na- 
tions under President Nixon. 


Cost of Buying Home Continues Spiraling 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


cost of buying a home, particu- 
larly the crucial cost of borrow- 
ing money, is pushing upward 
relentlessly. 


Rising interest 
rates for 


home buyers were reflected 
Tuesday in the government's 
decision to raise the maximum 
allowable rate on federally in- 
sured home loans to a record 
9.5 per cent. 


The rate had been 9 per cent 


for just more than two months. 
The increase was twice the 
government's usual quarter of 
a percentage point adjustment. 


Meanwhile, the Senate Tues- 


day approved a compromise 


$11.3 billion housing and com- 
munity development bill that, 
among other things, authorizes 
$8.6 billion in block grants for 
urban renewal, model cities, 
open spaces and other commu- 
nity 
development 
programs 


over the next three years. 


The bill also increses from 


$45,000 to $55,000 the maximum 
amount of mortgage loans that 
federally chartered savings and 
loan associations can approve. 
It also increases the ceilings 
for FHA-insured and VA-guar- 
anteed loans on single-family 
homes from $33,000 to $45,000. 


The government's decision on 


the higher interest rate follow- 


ed two other government re- 
ports detailing record interest 
rates. 


The first showed that the ef- 


fective rate on conventional 
loans—those not insured by the 
government—increased to 8.97 
per cent for new homes in July 
and 9 per cent for previously 
occupied homes. 


The higher interest rates, 


higher prices and more restric- 
tive terms mean the average 
cost of buying a new home has 
increased from a 
purchase 


price of $36,700 with $8,400 
down and payments of $200 a 
month in March 1973, when the 
current surge started, to an av- 


erage price of $40,700 with $10,- 
500 down and $241 a month in 
July. 


The second report indicated 


interest rates would continue to 
rise for home buyers, probably 
to 10 per cent or so over the 
next four months. 


The shape of things to come 


was in the results of the auc- 
tion of home loan commitments 
reported by the government's 
Federal National Mortgage As- 
sociation. 


The FNMA, known as Fannie 


Mae, 
commits itself period- 


ically to buying a certain num- 
ber of mortgages over the next 
four months, selecting from 


among the lenders who offer 
the best return. 


Fannie Mae said the latest 


auction produced an average 
yield of just over 10 per cent 
for loans insured by the Feder- 
al Housing Administration and 
Veteran's Administration. The 
average rates for conventional 
loans was about the same. 


And at 10 per cent, that 


means FHA-VA home buyers 
and sellers would have to pay 
about 7.5 "points" to make up 
the difference between the 9 
per cent in their loan agree- 
ment and the 10 per cent return 
the lender probably would be 
demanding. 


In cold cash, the buyer would 


have had to pay his maximum 
permissible one point, or $300 
on a $30,000 loan, and the seller 
would have to forfeit 6.5 points, 
or $1,950 of the sale price. 


The 9.5 per cent rate would 


still leave the buyer open for 
the same $300 surcharge and 
extract about $940 from the 
seller. 


The change in interest rates 


would boost the buyer's month- 
ly payments from about $238 at 
the 9 per cent rate on a $30,000 
loan paid over 30 years to 
about $248 at 9.5 per cent.
